AMSTERDAM, April 15.—Count Czer-

Czerin’s positiom indeed, is much like 
that of Prince’ von Biilow after the 
Kaiser’s famous interview tn The Lon- 
don Daily Tele ph. That the Count, 
unlike Bilow, has: not weathered the 
storm is due to the fact that there are 
other. factors at work. The. Vossische 
Zeitung talks of a Court intrigue against 
the Count, and there. can be no doubt 
that Czernin’s opposition to the German 
annexation ‘of Polish territory and to 
the exorbitant-German demands regard- 
ing Rumania had set in motion many 
powerful German influences in Vienna 
against him.

INEUVE EGLISE EVACUATED 


German Infantry Couldn’t Take 
It, but British Were Ordered 
Out-Under Heavy Shelifire.

WAR.CORRESPONDENTS’ HEAD- 
QUARTERS, April 15.—During the 
last three days the enemy’s main ef- 
fort in Flanders has been to’ capture 
Bailleul and its railway and old Kem- 
mel Hill, from which one can look over 
to Wytschaete Ridge. For this pur- 
pose he has thrown in all the weight 
he could gather for these attacks north 
of Merville, hurrying up fresh divi- 
sions, all fightifig to replace his shat- 
teréd and exhausted troops, and con- 
centrating “a large. amoufit of heavy 
and field artillery. - 
Up to last night the British troops 
in this area between Merris and 
Wytschaete had engaged some fifteen 


divisions, only one of which had been | 


previously in. action on the Somme 
battlefields, with battalions of special 
gatorm troops and part of an Alpine 
corps, which had orders to take Bail- 
igul at all costs. They have not taken 
Bailleul, nor the railway south of it, 
and the outnumbered British, some of 
whom have been fighting for many 
days and nights without sleep, and 
under fire, have repulsed the enemy 
again and again and inflicted frightful 
losses on him. 

The enemy’s objective was Kemmel 
on the first day of this fighting, (that 
is, April 10,). and his officers were 
amazed at the resistance made by the 
British soldiers, so weak in numbers, 
against their tremendous forces. The 
German dead lie piled up below the 
railway ‘embankment near Bailleul, 
the waves of troops, having been 
mowed down by’ the British: machine 
gunners, who had great targets for 
their shooting; and, although once 
yesterday the British flank was mo- 
mentarily threatened south of this 


city—now under the fire of monstrous 
shells—the: line was fully re-estab- 
lished last night by counterattacks, 
and thirty Germans were made pris- 
oners, and some machine guns capt- 
ured. , 


Vain Attempts to Surround Bailleul. |. 


In the attempt to surround Bailleul 
two heavy attacks were made—one on 
the west toward Meteren, and oné on 
the east at Neuve Eglise. Near Met- 
eren the enemy failed utterly and suf- 
feved immense losses. There has been 
fierce fighting around a place called 
the Steam Mill, near Meteren, the 
enemy having been ordered to capture 
the Meteren road and the high ground 
beyond it at whatever sacrifice. They 
made the sacrifice, but did not get the 
ground. 

Neuve Eglise, however, is now 
theirs. Last night the British troops 
who had held it through three days 
and nights of intense strife withdrew, 
unknown to the enemy, to a line a 
short distance back from the village, 
in order to avoid remaining a target 
for unceasing shellfire. 


Grim@ighting at Neuve Eglise. 


It is now the enemy’s soldiers who 
this ‘morning are in the ruins under 
the great bombardment. This battle 

at Neuve Eglise has been filled with 
grim episodes, for the village changed 
hands several times. Each side fought 
most fiercely, with any kind of 
weapon, small bodies of men attack- 
ing and counterattacking among the 
broken walls and bits of houses and

at dawn and in the darkness, with 
rifles, bayonets, and bombs. 

The attack on this place really. be- 
gan. further. back, when the enemy 
struck up. through Ploegsteert April 6 
and drove forward every day there- 
after toward this goal of Neuve Eglise. 
All the time he faced resistance by 
troops from Wiltshire, Cheshire, Staf- 
fordshire, and Lancashire, while other 
Lancashire troops, along with North- 
umberland and. Worcestershire men 
and others, were holding. up the line 
of the Lys and fighting rearguard 
actions around Croix du Ba. 


A body of Wiltshire, Cheshire, and. 


Staffordshire men, held east of Ploeg- 
steert Wood when.the attack burst up- 
on them, kept their lines intact for two 
days and nights, although the enemy 
had plerced behind them and west of 
the wood against other troops fighting 
back under overwhelming pressure te- 
ward Neuve Eglise. 

The situation became serfous when 
the enemy broke into Ploegsteert vil- 
lage and made a‘nest of machine guns 
there which could not be routed out 
by the fierce Lancashire counter- 
attacks. Some of the British machine 
gunners on thé west of the wood, act- 
ing ag infantry, charged the: enemy 
outposts, ang when the Germans 
thrust forward again to a hamlet 
called Romorin and a boadig oe houses 
edlead 


trained’ for fighting, attacked them 
most galldntly. But’the enemy poured 
up to this place, and there was’ severe 
fighting there for hours: 

- Meanwhile, on the night . of -the 
llth,.the.men holding Ploegsteert 
Wood were: ordered to abandon ‘this 
dangerous position, in which: they 
Weré néarly surrounded, and fall back 
to a line in front of Neuve Eglise and 
La: Nieppe. 
the enemy, and “the last men in the 
wood were two subalterns, who gath- 
ered some bombs, made their way 
down an old ‘trench in the darkness, 
and at last through. the enemy lines, 
and_.so escaped. 

Some other officers were not so 
lucky.” On the way back to the line 
outside Neuve Eglise a Colonel with a 
machine-gun section led his men 
against a body of the enemy in pos- 
session of a ruin called La Grande 
Manque, and killed a riumber of the 
Germans, getting back, wounded, with 
a little party of his surviving men. 

Later the enemy broke. through in 
the neighborhood of an old estaminet 
called Kort Pyp, and around hereia 
body of the British infantry fought al- 
most to the last man in a desperate 
action. 

Another party of the same regiment 
suffered heavily in a heroic action to 
check the enemy south of Neuve 
Eglise, toward. which they were press- 
ing now in great strength. 

On the night before last. the British 
line fell back from’ near La Cheche 
and swung around in a loop south of 
Neuve Eglise toward Ravelsberg 
Farm. It was then that Neuve 
Eglise itself became a place of hellish 
battle. 

The enemy broke through into its 
ruined streets, and small parties of 
Wiltshires, - Worcesters, and others 
sprang on the Germans or ‘were 
killed. (They fought desperately ‘in 
backyards, over broken walls, and in 
shell-pierced houses, wherever they 
could find Germans or hear the tattoo 
of machine guns. 

Several times the enemy was cleared 
out of ‘most of the town, and the Brit- 
ish held a hollow square containing 
most of the streets and defended it as 
a kind of fortress, though with dwin- 
dling numbers, under a heavy fire of 
shells and trench mortars and ma- 
chine guns. 

The enemy was savage in his attack 
against these men, and from behind 
the German commanding officers sent 
up fresh troops with stern orders: to 
have done with the business and de- 
stroy the British, whom they vastly 
outnumbered. But they could not take 
Neuve Eglise ‘by direct assault, and 
last night the British made a counter- 
attack at Crucifix Corner, won ground, 
brought -back five machine guns, and 


left there many German dead. It waa. 


an astounding feat of grit and courage.

PARIS, April 15.—France acclaims 
with unalloyed satisfaction today the 
first definite announcement, made last 
night, that General Foch has been ap- 
pointed Commander in Chief of the allied 
armies in France. . This long-desired re- 
sult has been slow in coming, for reasons 
which have been too keenly appreciated 
by’ French opinion for any direct com- 
ment to be possible. 

The exact nature of the last stage of 
the evolution of Foch may be summed 
up. briefly. For Several month Foch, 
undoubtedly the greatest European 
“strategist, was able first as Chief of the 
French staff, then Ag a member of the 
Véersailies Council, to give. the allied 
commanders only: ;the ee ot ok. 

réh 25 he 
has been empowered to give instructions 
which were limited to the direction of 
strategy. From today he will give his 
orders as.the supreme commander on 
this front. ; 

It-is.betraying no. secrets, as the Matin 
remarks, to state that the widest powers 
have now been conferred’ on Foch by 
the British and French Governments. 
Whether it concerns the grouping or re- 
grouping of armies, the appointment of 
leaders for these armies or the selection 
of.men of his own choice to command the 
combatant forces of any service in the 
French or British armies, Foch has re- 
ceived the fullest latitude, and his de- 
cisions will not be disputed. The biggest |

constitute one solid, united army under 
the command of a single will. 

The next step foreshadowed is the 
organization of a single Anglo-French 
General Staff, and for this it is sug- 
gested by Pertinax in the Echo de Paris 
that the existing Versaillés Council may 
be utilized as a nucleus. 

‘It is indispensable,” says Pertinax, 
“that General Foch shall have. around 
him a Franco-British General Staff, and 
we hope he will soon be able to add 
Italian representation also, which will 
be the real military brain' of our alli- 
ance.”’ 

Dealing with -the délicate question of 
the British viewpoint, the French press 
pays generous tributes to the English 
action and sees in Foch's appointment 
proof that the British have decided to 
overcome all prejudices and legitimate 
personal feelings in order to, be frée 
from everything that can hamper the 
best possible use of the forces which 
they. have thrown into the war.

The question of relative numbers on 
the western front has caused quite a lit- 
tle speculation in connection with the 
fighting since the 21st of March, Lloyd 
George has made the statement that 
the Allies on the west—inoluding France, 
England, Italy, and the United States— 
slightly outrumber’ the Germans,” The 
question which has ‘naturally arisen, 
then, is that, if the Allies are superior, 
how is it that. the. Hritish are almost 
always ontrnumbered in the fighting? 

The answer to this‘is simple, and doeg 
not in the slightest challenge the cor- 
rectness of the statement of the British 
Premier. Practically all of the fighting 
mede has 
been against the British. Practically 
none of it has engagec the attention of 
the Freneh except in so far as the 
stretching of the line to the west, caused 
by the British retreat, has necessarily 
involved them. While it is not known 
how many French have been fighting, 
it hardly seems that more’ than 200,000 
men have been engaged. 

The answer, then, is that the bulk of 
the German army has been used against 
the British alone. There is also excel- 
lent reason for this. The object of the 
German attack ig not to destroy the 
French at this time. That is reserved 


‘for later. The object is the British 


army. Therefore the Germans do not 
wish to engage the French now, as they 
wigtr to be as little embarrassed with 
numbers as possible. 

There can be no dispute about this 
object. It has been. revealed in a num- 
ber of ways—from the direction of the 
attack, from the front of attack, and 
from many documents which have been 
taken from German prisoners or German 
killed. . 

And here also another interesting 
question arises, How was it, that if the 
British army was stronger than the 
French, the Germans elected to strike 
their strongest opponent? We must re- 
member that this battle is intended by 
the Germans to end the war in their 








favor. This mvfst be the starting point 
in any analysis teriding to elucidate the 
question. Just how could this be done 
by striking the French and leaving the 
strongest army on the western front 
unimpaired and in full strength to strike 
where and when they wished? Ger- 
many hed their first and last taste of 
this at Verdun, While the battle of 
Verdun was atill in progress, it was the 
battle of the Somme which forced the 
Germans to desist and turn their at- 
tention to the new threat. It was then 
the Somme which stopped Verdun and 
finally forced the Germans to draw’ off 
the offensive, although they had been 
defeated up to that time. 

Again, to have beaten the Prench back 
would have been to get nowhere in 
particular, There was no objective 
which the Germans could reach by an 
attack toward the south on the Cham- 
pagne front, or toward the west from 
the Lorraine front, which of itself would 
end the war. Paris itself has no such 
value at this time, whatever value it 
may have had and did have in 191¢. 
If, therefore, the Germans had struck 
the French with the idea of eliminating 
the French army, the British force 
would still have to be contended with, 
the French would fall back as far as 
need be in answer to the pressure, and 
the line would remain intact. But by 
striking the British, although the 
stronger of the two forces, the Germans 
had a chance to reach the sea. This 
was their main object. And once the 
808 was reached at some point near the 
middle of the coast, se that the two 
armies would be divided, the war would 
practically be over. 

There is, therefore, nothing illogical 
in the German plan, nothing {llogical in 
the statement that the British forces 
have been outnumbered. 

There is another fact in connection 
with the German successes which it is 
well to recognize.

It was this lack of 
similar facilities which made the British 
unable to defend themselves from this 
attack in the north until a certain pe- 
riod of time for the shifting of troops 
had elapsed. 

The battle of Flanders has indeed 
lapsed and is now at the end of what 
what might be termed the first phase. 
Just as was the case in the south, the 
battle has been broken up into a series 
of isolated attacks for certain positions. 
The British are holding their own all 
along the line and the Germans have 
been brought to a standstill. The fight- 
irg of yesterday was unmistakably in 
the British favor, the only German suc- 
cess being a gain of a few hundred 
yards measured by the depth of the 
village of Neuve Eglise.

retreat.

It must 
not be supposed thet it will be a safer 
one, however, The beche is not tender 
to conscientious objectors.

APPLAUDS TENACITY - 
OF BRITISH IN FIGHT 


American Officer Says They Are|. 
Exhausting the Germans While 
Counterstroke Waits. 


Special Cable to THE New YORK TIMES. 

PARIS, April 15.—An American officer 
enjoying good facilities tor observation 
said this morning: 

“In the admittedly grave situation 
there are many gratifying features, and 
personally I would rather have it as it 
is than as it was three months ago. It 
is a fight to a finish, and that brings 
out the best in us. Except in the gray- 
est crisis, democracies like England and 
America could never be got to put forth 
the last effort. Both are now coming 
to France for all they are worth. 

“With all their strength and cunning 
the Germans lined up their offensive to 
suit the allied characteristies. Leaving 
out all human and personal considera- 
tions, and regarding war cold-bloodedly 
and scientifically—which is the only way 
in such a crisis—it is fortunate for the 
Allies that the English are bearing the 
weight of the first onset. The strain 
is tremendous, but they are a people 
capable of bearing it and should be al- 
lowed to do so without too much French 
relief. 

** Already the. British bulldog charac- 
teristics are showing against German 
expertness. In the end these personal 
qualities will count big. The Britisher 
is thoroughly at home in such fighting 
as is now going on. There is nothing 
he loves so much as contending against 
odds. Heretofore his sporting qualities 
were not useful against German disci- 
pline, but now that things are settling 
down to a man-to-man struggle the 
British mettle shows at its best.

While navy men are still cautious and 
deprecate the drawing of violent infer- 
ences from two weeks’ return, I notice 
a more confident spirit lately. Anxieties 
about new German atrength issuing 

| from the Baltic still exist, but America 
has sent offsetting forces to the North 
Sea, and the allied supremacy there is 
believed to be solid. In the Atlantic, not 
only are the anti-submarine forces main- 
tained, but there has been a marked ad- 
vance in the methods of fighting the U- 
boats. The depth bomb has become an 
instrument from which it is difficult 
for the submarine to escape. It is a 
matter of simple scientific calculation, 
once a submarine’ is located, for a 
dreadnought to destroy it by circling 
and covering the whole possible area 
with depth charges. Listening devices 
are making a better showing all the 
time, and seaplanes are used with in- 
creasing efficiency. 

The consequence of these gdvances in 
scientific methods is that the Germans 
have been fought to a standstill under 
the sea. Instead of their energies in 
shipbuilding counting for an increased 
aubmarine force, they are hard put to 
maintain their existing strength. In 
quality, too, there has been a marked 
decline. A few good U-boat Captains 
and crews are left, but mainly the 

' service is carried on by markedly ;in- 
férior men. It is said that when a sub- 
marine now leaves a home port the men 
know they can never come back, and 
the captured crews are found in a state 
of depression er hysteria, while in ac- 
tual operations they are much less ef- 
ficient than formerly. 

A naval officer said to me: 

“I am beginning to believe that the 

~German leaders have lost faith in the 
ultimate potency of the submarine, and 
chat that is the real reason fortheir enor- 
mous gamble on the present offensive. 
Otherwise why should they take such 
chances when they could lie bach on 
their splendid war map?

They ‘support Their Sufferings 
Wonderfully, Says H. P.-Davison.

ROME, April 14, (Delayed.)—Henry 
P. Davison, who has just returned from 
the Italian front, when asked by THE 
New York Times correspondent to tell of 
his experiences there, said: 

‘“*T was greatly impressed by the cour- 
age of the Italian troops and their high 
morale, which is clearly evident. They 
are all fine fellows.’’ 

When asked his opinion concerning the 
state of the refugees and what had, been 
eecomplished by the American Red 
Cross, he said: : 

“The refugees are showing splendid 
courage and are supporting their suf- 
ferings and the loss of their homes and 
property with: a wonderful spirit of res- 
ignation. Nothing whatever will deter 
them from standing firmly by their 
country to the last. What interested me 
most was -the work of the American 
Red Cross in the towns along the Adri- 
atic coast, especially in the. workrooms 
which have been established for making 
Venetian lace. The lace makers who 
were removed from Venice by the Red 
Cross have been established with their 
equipment in other towns and are con- 
tinuing their work. The workrooms for 
making garments which are ven to 
needy refugees are doing splendidly, as 
also is the shoe factory which has been 
set up by the American Red Cross. I 
was especially. pleased with the large 
and well-equipped hospital, which is of- 
ficered by Italian physicians, with 
American Red Cross nurses to take care 
of sick refugees.’’

Southward the situation is much the 
same as when I last'wrote. The enemy 
has not made any progress of impor- 
tance beyond Merville and along the 
Lys Canal above St. Venant, where 
the British have been holding the line 
against repeated attacks. On Sunday 
the Germans attacked four times, but 
each time were swept by the British 
machine-gun fire. For a time they 
had a footing in a hamlet called Cor- 
net Malo, and fixed their machine 
guns in its cottages, but. the Scots- 
men drove them out by rifle fire and 
bombing.

From. prisoners and other sources 
the proud plans, enormous hopes, and 
detailed preparations for this mighty 
assault with the great strength of the 
German Army are becoming known to 
the British.

BALFOUR SAYS FOR 
FEARS OUR ARMIES 


Tells A. F. L. Delegates Amer- 
ican Troops Are Needed on 
Battlefield at- Once. 


BRITAIN’S FAITH IS IN US

Confident This Country WIII Amaze 
Germans and Upset Their Plans 
by. Swift Action. 


LONDON, April 15.—‘‘ What is now 
most pressingly required is that the 
fighting forces of the United States 
should be brought as speedily as ssi- 
ble into the field,’ said A. J. Balfour, 
the Foreign Secretary, in speaking at a 
luncheon to the American Labor Delega- 
tion today. 

‘*The Germans’ plan,’ continued Mr. 
Balfour, ‘‘ is to shatter the British Army 
before the American weight can be 
brought into the scale. The German 
inspired press has been instructed by 
its masters to show the utmost con- 
tempt for the American military effort. 
But the masters do not share that con- 
tempt. They are planning their whole 
campaign, and are sacrificing men with 
reckless extravagance in order that the 
American help may: arrive after their 
blow has been struck.’’ 

73 ‘America’s Spirit of Idealism. 

In proposing a toast to. the allied 
cause, Mr Balfour said: 

“The two speeches which we have 
just listened to would have convinced 
any doubter, if such exists elsewhere, 
that the spirit in which the United 
States of America has thrown itself into 
this great struggle is a spirit of ideal- 
ism, not in the sense in which idealism 
evaporates in eloquent phrases and 
empty formulae, but in that spirit in 
which idealism recognizes that to bring 
his ideals to fruition one must make 
efforts and show those great sacrifices 
which are now being: so surely demon- 
strated by our friends and brothers 
across the Atlantic.” : 

That mission, he proceeded, represent- 

ing as it did the activities of the United 
States in so many different spheres and 
characteristics, had arrived at Britain’s 
shores at a moment of interest. It was 
a moment of special interest, not chiefly 
because of the great and anxious strug- 
gle now going on, but because the Allies 
had revealed to them in plain, unmis- 
takable characteristics both the political 
and military plans of those who con- 
trolled the destinies of Germany. 
‘**We have been the witnesses during 
the last year or year and a half,” he 
said, ‘‘ of strange tergiversation on the 
part of those who wished to. delude 
either the German, neutral, or, it might 
be, even the allied public with regard 
to German intentions and methods. 

‘There was a moment before the 
facile success which Germany obtained 
against an unresisting enemy, an enemy 
in the east, when German statesmen and 
German members of Parliament dis- 
cussed public affairs, which would lead 
one to suppose that Germany was in @ 
high way to democratic institutions and 
to heartfelt adoption of the four prin- 
ciples which President Wilson has made 
famous throughout the world. Events 
in the east gave them a facile success 
over the talkers in Russia, .and the 
whole aspect of politics and public opin- 
ion among the Central Powers has en- 
tirely changed. 

“ they now almost cynically admit 
that ¢he resolution of the Reichstag, of 
which we have heard so much, -all the 
talk of no annexations and ihdemnities, 


the wishes of subject 
populations, of spreading the principles 
of security and freedom throughout the 
world, was what we sometimes call 
camouflage. 

‘AL that was not thrust aside. Ger- 
man methods were actually bei car- 
ried out before the eyes of all in the 
case of Rumania, and in other commu- 
nities. bordering on the eastern frontier 
of Germany. n moments of adversity 
Germany used fine language, which she 
had been taught, indeed, by the states- 
men of the allied powers and principally 
by President Wilson, but which she had 
learned but imperfectly and understood 
not at all. That was one of the phases 
of contemporary events which made the 

resent moment extremely interesting. 

he other was the plain, clear revela- 
tion of the German military plans. 


German Public Deceived. 


** She now stands forth undisguised as 
a robber State,’”’ declared Mr. Balfour. 
‘‘How is ghe going to carry out her 
robbery so far as her internal politics 
are concerned? Her methdds are sim- 
ple. If things are going wrong, or are 
not going as well as her optimists ex- 
pécted, then they tell the German pub- 
lic: ‘You must fight on because the 
powers against whom you are fighting 
desire nothing less, and will be con- 
tent with nothing less, than the total 
destruction of your country.’ 

**An absolute falsehood. The de- 
struction of Germany has never been 
an allied aim, and is desired, so far 
as I know, by no sane man in the 
whole civilized world. But if things 
are going well, that argument is put 
aside and a new one comes in. They 
explain that all these attacks upon the 
Constitution of Germany, all this talk 
about Germany not being a land of 
freedom, with the representative insti- 
tutions of democracy as we in the West 
understand them, are quite true. But 
then they say: | 

*** A democratic. government. would 
néver have given you_an apire such, 
as the mili autho 5 d_ the 
headquarters staff has m you. We 
are the headquarters staff. We are 
the military authority. We are the 
true upholders of the Prussian ideals. 
Look at what we are = givin you. 
We are going to give you omina- 
tion over the whole of Europe. You 
have practically control over the in- 
dependent States all along our east- 
ern border. We are going to give you 
a free pathway ¢o the illimitable riches 
of the East. We are goi to turn 
France into a second rate~ power. 
Britain is to follow. America ‘is to 
follow Britain, and Germany is to be 
the colossus which bestrides the world, 
pei toda a rival and hardly without a 
critic. 

‘** All that,’ they say to their inter- 
national Socialists, ‘all that is’ given 
you by the blessings of .the German 
Constitution, by the tradition of the 
military party, by the steady insistence 
and determination of the governing 
powers in Prussia.’ 

‘“‘And in the Prussianized. Germany 
there is a steady determination to prove 
to the world that force is the way, 
and the only way, to obtain success. 
They preach that doctrine and practice 
that doctrine to show that in the case 
of Germany it is successful.”’ 


People’s Predatory Instinct. 


For some reasons, which he was quite 
unable to explain, there was apparently

‘A Desperate Game of Chess. 

Now the lines are “ stabilized ” once 
more, but it is a significant fact that 
the Germans is reported not to. be 
digging elaborate trenches, as of yore. 
They know that unless they can ad- 
vance—unless they can obtain de- 
cisive victory—the gmame is up. 

At the present moment the enemy 
has ‘actually lost rather than gained 
by the recent progress. That is the 
crude German situation today—they 
don’t know what Foch will do. And 
so they are forced to rest under heavy 
fire of the Franco-British artillery. 
In the meantime they are endeavor- 
ing, hy attacks in various directions, 
to use up the Allies. They hope thus 
to obviate the danger of a counter- 
stroke in force.

The newspapers in Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary. and the 
propaganda in Italy and neutral coun- 
tries were unwearied in their contempt 
for anything that America could do. 
They had spread the fable broadcast, but 
did not believe in it themselves. What 
they did believe and hope was, not that 
America’s weight in the war was negligi- 
bie, but that that weight could only he 
brought -to bear after Germany had 
struck a decisive blow. That was their 
calculation. 


They had made many false calculations 
in the course of e war. One was 
when a thought that the first Spring 
would bring them to Paris, but it only 
brought them to the Marne. Another 
was that they thought nothing would 
induce America either -to break off 
diplomatic relations with them or enter 
the. war. Another miscalculation was 
when they not only boasted, but believed 
that a few months of unrestricted sub- 
marine warfare would destroy ‘the re- 
sistance of Great Britain. 

These were miscalculations from which 
the Germans were still suffering and 
from which they would suffer until 
peace came to the world. 

Another miscalculation was with re- 
gard to the assistance which America 
could give on the western front. Before 
this great struggie had come to a con- 
clusive end, America would prove its 
determination to bear its full share in 
the tremendous struggle. 

‘“‘As the Germans have been proved 
hopelessly wrong in their estimates of 
the ideals, desires, and determination of 
the American people,’ said Mr. Balfour, 

so they will be proved wrong in their 
estimate as to the speed with which 
the Americans will be able to carry out 
their purpose and program.

Czernin , Stays for a Time. __ 


AMSTERDAM, April 15.—Count Czer- 
nin, the Austro-Hungarian Foreign Min- 
ister, according, to a dispatch from 
Vienna, has resigned. 

Emperor Charles accepted the resigna- 
tion, and intrusted Count Czernin with 
thr, conduct of the foreign affairs until 
h.s successor is appointed. 

Count Czernin did not know of Hm- 
peror Charles’s letter to Prince Sixtus 
when he made the statement that France 
had initiated peace conversations with 
Autsria, according té6 a Vienna dispatch 
to the Lokal-Anzeiger of Berlin. On 
learning of the letter he resigned, but 
ylelded to-a request that he remain in 
office until the conclusion of the peace 
agreement with Rumania. 

An official statement received here to- 
day from: Vienna asserts that the latest 
statements of the French Premier, M. 
Clemenceau, concerning the conversa- 
tions between Austria and France do 
not alter the situation as regards the 
majority of Count Czernin’s declarations 
on the subject. The Austrian Foreign 
Ministry, the statement says, is unable 
to ascertain who was responsible for 
delivering to the French what is said 
to have been a forged letter, substituted 
for a letter which was to have been 
delivered. Neither Prince Sixtus, whose 
character is beyond suspicion, nor any 
one else is accused of falsification, con- 
tinues the statement, which concludes: 

“The affair is herewith oe to 
be at an end.” . 

Emperor Charles, according te a Vi- 
enna dispatch, dated Saturday, to the 
Berliner Tageblatt, has canceled a visit 
he intended to make to Budapest. Im- 
portant conferences on Austro-Hunga- 
rian foreign and internal policies were 
to have been held. Count Czernin, Dr. 
von Seydler, Austrian Premier; General 
Arz von Straussenberg, Chief of the 
Austrian General Staff, and other offi- 
cials were to have been present. 


Believe Berlin Dictated Fall. 

LONDON, April 15.—Although there 
was an element of surpyise in the news 
of Count Czernin’s resignation, it had 
been more or less expected by well- 
informed persons here .since Premier 
Clemenceau’s revelation of Wmperor’ 
Charles’s advances to France. The fall 
of the Foreign Minister is regarded: 
generally as a propitiatory sacrifice for 
his imperial master’s letter to Prince 
Sixtus, and as being dictated by Berlin. 
The suggestion in Vienna advices that 
the Count was ignorant of the Him- 
peror’s letter implies the view that his 
position became intolerable after the 
French Government gave it out. 

Some German newspapers last week 
deplored the young Emperors letter as 
another instance of interference by 
monarchs in State affairs without the 
advice of their Ministers,.

ALLIED PREMIERS HAD LETTER. 


Lloyd George, Ribot, and Boselli Re- 
jected It as Insincere.

MILAN, April 15.—The Giornale 
d'Italia states authoritatively that Em- 
peror Charles's historic letter was com- 
municated to and discussed at the mcet- 
ing of the three allied Premiers, Lloyd 
George, Ribot, and Boselli and also the 
Italian Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
Baron Sonnino, which took place at 
Saint Jean de Maur April 19 of last 

year. 

On the strength of information then 
in possesison of the Ministers and: since 
amply confirmed by notorious facts, 
Austria’s bid for peace was unani- 
mously judged as insincere and ‘in- 
tended to mask subtle manoeuvres for 
stirring a ‘rivalry of. interests between 
the allied powers, thereby paving the 
way more easily for a. realization of 
Austro-German ambitions. . 

The Rome Tribuna_ declares on the 
testimony of a parliamentary deputy 
concerned in the. negotiations that four 
months later, in August, 1917, the 
French ‘Government was fully informed 
of a further offer from Emperor 
Charles to dispatch to France three con- 
fidential Austrian representatives who, 
besides confirming the proposals out- 
lined in his March letter, would be 
charged to complete them in regard to 
Italy and Rumania. Emperor Charles 
was ready to admit the possibility of 
granting to Italy the territory pre- 
viously. offered as a bid for her neu- 
trality and perhaps to discuss the yield- 
ing up of Trieste on the condition that 
Austria was guaranteed its necessary 
economic rights for an outlet on the 
Adriatic.

Statement Persists That Kuechimann 
Will Soon Retire.

THE HAGUE, April 15.—According to 
the latest news received here, Emperor 
Charles is already occupied with nam-

The rumor also persists that Foreign

Letter to Pritice Sixtus ‘Was Shown 
to “Certain Rulers.”

WASHINGTON, April 15.—Official 
dispatches received here today from 
Paris indicate that the French Govern- 
ment and press think that Emperor 
Charles of Austria-Hungary cannot 
evade responsibility for his letter to 
Prince Sixtus of Bourbon, which was 
sent to King George of. England and 
President Poincaré of France. 

The dispatch received here today says 
that. the French Government has com- 
municated the following official note to 
the newspapers: 

‘““ There are perverted consciences. On 
the impossibility of saving his face Em- 
peror Charles talks, stammering in his 
confusion. Behold him reduced to ac- 
cusing his brother-in-law of falsity in 
fabricating with his own hand an un- 
truthful text, the original of which, as 
published by the French Government, 
was communicated in the presence of 
M. Jules ‘Cambon, General Secretary of 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, and 
sent by the Ministry as delegate to the 
President of -the Republic, who, with 
the consent. of the Prince, transmitted 
a copy of it to’ the President of the 
Council.. 

‘‘ With M. Ribot himself the Prince 
had. an interview which would have had 
no meaning if the text had not been as 
published by the FErench Government. 
Is it not apparent that no conversation 
could have been held and that the Presi- 
dent of the republic would not even 
have received the Prince a second time 
if the latter on Austria’s initiative had 
not been:the bearer of matter which 
contested our rights instead of asserting 
them?

It became known yesterday that the 
People’s Institute was making plans to 
have speakers present the facts with 
regard to the present investigation be- 
“fore all the church, school, club, and 
Settlement forums. Meetings all over 
the city are expected to begin in a few 
days. .John Collier, Director of the Peo- 
ple’s Institute, issued a statement yes- 
terday in which he said that the 
* threatened destruction of the health 
organization which has been built up 
through twelve years is a menace to 


™ every man, woman, and child in New 


York.” 

The investigation of the Health De- 
partment, which is being conducted by 
the Civil Service Commission and by 
Commissioner of Accounts. Hirschfield, 
continued yesterday in the office of 
Chairman James E. MacBride of the 
former organization. It was held behind 
clcsed doors, and only witnesses and 
members of the investigating bodies 
were permitted to attend. Chairman 
MacBride, after the meeting, reiterated 
to reporters the charges of, graft he 
made in a public statement on Satur- 
-day. He went somewhat into detail 
regarding the alleged irregularities, and 
said thet men in a ‘‘ certain industry ”’ 
jwere told that if they did not pay money 
individuals their industry 
would be put out of business. 

“They gave up the money, but under 
circumstances that I think are suscep- 
tible of proof,” he said, ‘‘ and those who 
paid the money are furnishing us with 
proof.”’ 

MacBride Says Money Was Paid. 
The money, said Chairman MacBride, 
was peid over in the presence of a 
“‘representative of 'a large detective 
agency. The money was paid over at 
he continued, 
On the 
gecond occasion a detectaphone record 
of the conversation was made. 

‘‘These men who are alleged to have 
taken the money are comparatively big 
fellows, and they claimed to be acting 
for very important men. On one of 
these occasions one of these very im- 
portant men was present when money 
was discussed.” 

‘“* Did he take any part in the discus- 
gion? ’’ Mr. MacBride was asked. 

‘“*T don’t Know as to that, but there 
was a general discussion around the 
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table, and he was sitting at the table.” 
‘‘Was this man in a position to de- 
liver the goods?.”’ 

‘““Yes, he was.’’ - ‘ i 
Chairman. MacBride made it known 
that the investigation would not ena be- 
fore praminent members of the medical 
profession had been called on for their 
opinions, and in that connection he was 
asked if he intended to call on the Acad- 
emy of Medicine for co-operation. 

““We shall ask no organizations but 
only individuals for co-operation,” re- 
plied the Chairman. ‘ 

“Will you call Dr. Walter B.. James, 
President of the Academy of \Med- 
icine? ’’ was another question. 

‘* We are likely to, in fact we intend 
to call the biggest men we can find.” 

“In the last analysis who will decide 
upon what changes are to take place? "’ 

‘The Mayor of the City, of New York, 
who was chosen by the people for that 
purpose.”’ 

The facts as to the investigation, with 
recommendations, will be turned over 
to the Mayor by the Civil Service Com- 
mission and the Commissioner of Ac- 
counts, Chairman MacBride added. 


Statement of Physicians. 


The ‘statement issued yesterday by 
Doctors James, Taylor, Holden, and Ja- 
cobi follows: . 


The proposal on the part of the 
city administration a few days ago to - 
discharge the Directors of seven of 
the nine Bureaus of the Department 
of Health, first as a sweeping meas- 
ure of economy and later, following 
an outburst of public indignation, on 
the ground that these bureaus are 
iilegal, gives to the people of New 
York and especially to the poorer 
people, food for serious thought. 

. A fundamental plank in the plat- 
form ef the siccessful party in the 
last municipal election was the 
promise to make sweeping economies , 
and abolish all needless offices. To 
a wise program along these lines, 
surely no good citizen will object and 


' certainly not the medical profession. 


But the Mayor’s bitter aversion to 
all ‘‘ experts,” testified to in numer- 
ous utterances both before and since 
the election, must now cause a 
shudder of apprehension among all in- 
telligent persons. If it were con-/ 
ceiveble thai, as a measure of 
economy, all experts are to be dis- 
charged from the Croton and Catskill 
Water Supply System, from the sub- 
ways, the Fire and Police Depart- 
rnents, and the Health Department, 
then surely those people who were 
able to do so would shun Greater New 
York as a dangerous place of abode. 

The New York City Health Depart- 
ment has always been the acknowl- 
edged leader among Health Depart- 
ments cf the country, and ‘has been 
used as a model in the. development 
of countless others. Into the man- 
ner of ite building -it is not proper to 
go here, but it is sufficient to remem- 
ber that the loving labor of the best 
minds of our profession and_ the 
earnest co-operation of the city’s 
officers in every administration dvr- 
ing the last twenty-five years have 
entered into its construction. It has 
heen silently admitted by ail part‘tes 
that the work of this denartment, far 
removed as it is from nol'tical strife 
and charged as it is with the duty of 
making this city a safe place fer the 
peovle with the'r wives ond children. 
especially the poor, to live in, is not 
to be interfered with for political 
purposes. 


Good Work of Department. 


Tt has never had to be ashamed of 
its achievements. Under its admin- 
istration the death. rate, especially the 
death rate of children. has steadily 
decreased until now New York has 
one of the lowest in the world. The 
sickness rate among the children of 
the poor has been enormously low- 
ered. Typhoid fever, a disease of 
carelessness and filth, once a scourge 
here, has become an almost rare mal: 
ady. Tuberculosis, cholera infantum, 
diptheria, and other diseases all show 
@ corresponding loss of numbers, and 
today one may give to the little chil- 
dren, with confidence, water from the 
tap and milk from the corner grocery, 
and it can no longer be said that in 
New York your babies are not safe 
unless you can buy bottled water for 
them or raise their milk on your own 
farm. This has not been brought 
about without the services of experts, 
and, like safety on the subways, it 
cannot be maintained except by ex- 
perts. : . 

If the death rate in 1917 had been 
the same as the average for the five- 
year period ending in. 1895, there 
would have been about 65,000 more 
deaths in this city in the year 1917 
than actually did occur. It has been 
customary to estimate ten cases of 
serious disease terminating in recov- 
ery for each death. At this rate it is 
fair to assume that the labors of the 
New York City Health Department 
have been the principal “gency fg pre- 
venting 65,000 deaths and 650, cases 
of serious illness in this city during 
that one year, . 

New York, more than other cities, 
stands in need of an efficient Heaith 
Department because its most densely 
populated areas are aJmost twice as 
crowded as are the most dense por- 
tions of any other city in the world. 
Hiealth Department inefficiency al- 
ways shows itself first, and most, by 
an increased sickness and death rate 
in such Jistricts. 

Like every other city department, 
that of health should, of course, be 
subjected to constant supervision and 
serutiny, and even its most ardent 
admirers will not deny that wise econ- 
omies may be practiced and that care- 
fully thought out pruning may be ad- 
visable, especially under the peculiar 
conditions existing today. 

If irregularities are they 
must, of course, be dealt, with as the 
law requires and provides. 


Object to Star Chamber. 

The public is informed by the press

It was stdted 
reports of the investigation have caused 
the Surgeon. General’s office in Wash- 
ington, the Pubilc Health Service, and 


the American Public Health Association 


to take a deep interest in the proceed- 
ings in New York. Had it not been for 
the Health Department's high state of 
efficiency, its equipment and its pre- 
paredness for all emergencies, the lives 
of. thousands of American soldiers 
might have been lost through disease 
between April, 1917, and April, 1918, it 
was declared. 

The municipal laboratory of New York 
City. is regarded by tne Washington of- 
ficials, it was said, as a leading factor 
in. the development of all antitoxin 
methods, and in the past, recognizing 
this, the Washington authorities have 
officially urged the New York Depart- 
ment/of Health to maintain its organi- 
zation at the highest point of efficiency 
and to extend the scope of its. work as a 
vital war measure. 

A prominent worker in the field of 
public health service was reported yes- 
terday as saying in regard to the inves- 
tigation: ) 

“An am@zing situation, which is hard 
either for the Government or that part 
of the medical profession interested in 
public health generally to comprehend, 
has arisen in New York. It seems that 
the Mayor of the city, which has the 
greatest municipal health organization 
in the world, plans the removal, for 
‘economic reasons,’ of the heads of 
some of its bureaus, seemingly without 
the faintest idea of the folly or the stu- 
pidity of the step he is taking. The pro- 
posed removal of these bureau heads 
méans not only the menace of ignorance 
and wgross inefficiency, but. is also a 
serious blow to the war program ef 
America.” 

After calling attention it 
would ‘mean if the individuals at the 
head of the bureaus of the Health De- 
partment were removed, the speaker 
continued: : 

‘It may be timely to cail attention to 
the fact that at the start of the war the 
Government found itself handicapped in 
the matter of medical- supplies. Every 
State and every municipality was ap- 
pealed to for antitoxins, vaccines, and 
serums of all descriptions. New York 
alone supplied more than 300,000 doses, 
an amount more than that supplied by 
all the rest of the country.. When the 
meningitis serum was absolutely ex- 
hausted the New York City laboratory, 
according to Government figures, sent 
its surplus immediately, which resulted 
in saving thousands of lives. In emer- 
gencies, at the request of the Federal 
Government, this laboratory has aided 
at a very critical time the Naval Hos- 
ital in Brooklyn, the Naval Reserve 
station and the aviation‘camp at Garden 
City. The doors of city hospitals have 
been opened to military patients when 
the Federal Government could not care 
for them.” 


Points to Public Danger. 


Mr. Collier's statement said: 

It is hard to believe that the Mayor 
of New York is determined to break 
down the best public health organiza- 
tion possessed by any American city. 
Especially at this time, when the na- 
tional Government is calling on mu- 

‘nicipalities to intensify their effort to 


conserve child health, such action by 
the Mayor of New York would be lam- 
entable. 

This threatened destruction of the 
health. organization -which:.:has. been 
ouilt up: through twelve years is a 
ménace to .every man, woman, and 
child in New York. We know that 
terrible increases in the death rate of 
civilians have taken place in all the 
warring countries; we know that the 
amount of industrial disease has been 
increased by the stress of war work. 
Infant mortality, tuberculosis, and in- 
dustrial disease are the very conditions 
with which the New York Department 
of Health has successfully dealt in the 
years past, through this centralized 
scientific administration which is now 
being attacked. New York holds the 
world’s record among great cities for 
the reduction of the infant mortality 
rate. 

To raise the cry of legality begs the 
question. To raise the cry of economy 
is to attempt grossly to mislead the 
public. If the centralized bureau ar- 
rangements of the Department of 
Health are illegal, how have they man- 
aged to subsist through three Admin- 
istrations? Why has no _ taxpayer 
brought suit? Why has no Corpora- 
tion Counsel recommended their abo- 
lition? If the bureau system needed 
to be buttressed in law, why did not 
the previous administrations secure 
charter amendments, which they could 


to what 


- have secured without difficulty at any 


time from the Legislature? Are we 
to be told that the opinion of a new 
Commissioner of Accounts shall de- 
cide whether the constructive work of 
twelve years is to be wiped out and 
supplanted by an archaic borough or- 
ganization under sanitary chiefs—a 
type of organization which every pro- 
— municipality is seeking to get 
rid of? 
As for economy. shall we save $1,000 
- through doing away with a competent 
bureau chief and lose $100,000 through 
preventable disease, not to speak of 
the human cost in agony, impaired vi- 
tality, and death, which will be inci- 
dental to a relaxation of public healtn 
work in New York?

BROKEN RAIL CAUSES CRASH 
injured Rescued from Wreckage. by 
Comrades—Medical Corps. 
tmprevises Hospital.

CAMP UPTON, YAPHANK, L. I. 
April 15.—Three soldiers were killed 
and thirty-seven .were injured, _ several 
seriously, when eight cars of a train 
bearing 700 members ofthe 306th In- 
fantry were overturned by’. a broken 
rail in the Long Island Railroad near 
Central Islip, L. I., early this mopning. 
The train of ten care was.on its way 
to Leng Island City. The tratm had 
left the camp during the night, and 
while it was traveling at about thirty 
miles an-hour about three miles east of’ 
Central Islip- the second~car of, the 
train lurched: suddenly: snd roiled down: 
a six-foot: embankment into. a. ditch. 
Seven’ other cars were derailed, leaving 
the locomotive and -two ¢ars on the 
tracks. 

Although Supts. J. R. Savage and C. 
D. Baker of the Long Island Ratlroad 
said they thought the derailment was 
caused. by y@ split rail catching the 
wheels of one of the coaches, an in- 
vestigation-.was. begun immediately by 
army officers to determine whether the 
wreck had been caused by enemies. An 
unofficfal report.upon the accident made 
to Brig. Gen. Evan M. Johnson tonight 
was that the wreck had been caused by 
the accidental breaking of the rail. A 
separate investigation is being under- 
taken. by District Attorney Leroy M. 
Young of Suffolk County. Officers on |: 
the train reported no suspicious circum- 
stances, although patrols were serit out: 
in all directions immediately to bring in 
suspicious persons. The _ rail is being 
examined in laboratories. 

Little informatfon upon the extent of 
the injuries suffered by the thirty-seven 
men was given out by the surgeons at 
the base hospital heré tonight, although ‘ 
it was admftted that the injurtes of 
about ten were serious... Others suf- 
fered bruises and lacerations and will 
be able to resume their duties in a few 
days. The three deat men. received 
fractures of the skulls and died {nstantly.

WASHINGTON, April (16. —Warning 
thatthe: nation was confronted with-the 
danger of .another coaJ faminine, be- 
cause of redyced tprewuctieg. = *hs. bi- 
tuminous fields, due to car shortage ane 
labor untest, was given today by Fuel 
Administrator Garfield. © During’ the 
week ending April 6, he said, production 
fell off 1,500,000 tons, 

*‘ Some gart of this loss,” Dr, Garfield 
said, ‘‘ was due to failure of mine labor 
on April 1, Mitchell Day,.the anniver- 
sary of the enactment of the eight-hour 
lew. Witn the exception of two weeks 
during the hardest weather of the Win- 
ter, the daily bituminous production was 
lowered during the week ending April 6 
more than at any time since the Fuel 
Administration jwas organized: 

‘“‘A large part of this falling off \in 
production, how; vnver, is, due to the con- 

transportation service, as 
evidenced by the phortage | of cars placed 
at the mines to be lo This is due 
to the general ‘pressure of war traffic 


on the railroads, 
Production Lost 23.3 Per Cent. 


‘*Car shortage reports for the week 
ended April 6 are not yet available, but 
for the. week ended March 30 the mines 
throughout the ‘country showed.an aver- 


9 5 loss in production due to car short- 
e of 28.3 per cent.’ 

Statistics were made public concernin 
the car service situation during the wee 
ended March '30.'-In the fields of Illinois, 
Indiana, and Ohio, the average loss due 
to car shortage was 22.6 per cent. In 
one of these, the northern and central 
Ohio. field, the loss was 34.2 per cent. 

In the Pennsylvania fields the loss in 
production due to car shortage averaged 
82.4 per cent. 

In the New River and Winding Gulf 
and Pocahontas fields, which supply the 
low volatile coal vitally needed by the 
navy and. the merchant marine, - tor 
bunker purposes, loss in production due 
to car shortage was 24.4 per cent. 

In the high volatile fields of Southern 
West Virginia and the Fairmont dis- 
trict the average loss in production due 
to car shortage was 50,3 per cent. The 
Southérn high volatile fleids lost 41.6 
per cent. and the Fairmont field Pq 
per cent, 

The Cumberland-Piedmont field showed 
a loss of production of 15.6 -per: cent. 
due to-car shortage. 

The. mine fields in’ Kentucky, the 
Southern: Appalachian -fields, and. the 
Southwestern Virginia fields showed an 
average loss in production of 29.7 per 
cent. due to car. shortage. 

On the other hand, in the Alabama, 
Kansas, Missouri, Oklahoma, Arkansas, 
lowa, Rocky Mountain, and Pacific 
Coast fields, the car service was within 
5 per cent. of normal. Except for Ala- 
bama, the bulk, of the output of these 
mines. goes into domestic consumption 
and is utilized west of the Mississippi 
River. “It does not enter into the trans- 
portation problem in the congested East- 
ern territory. 

After reviewing the labor situation in 
the mines, which he said had become a 
menacing factor in the‘loss‘of produc- 
tion, because workmen who had -idle- 
ness forced upon them by lack of cars 
were deserting to other: industries, -Dr. 
Garfield said: 


Railroad Centracts-a Factor. 
“Among the causes of disturbance cur- 
tailing production is the unsettled situ- 
ation regarding contracts for railroad 
fuel. This question is under considera- 


tioh by the Railroad and Fuel Adminis- 
trators and will be settled at the earliest 
moment possible. 

“The Fuel Administration is convinced 
that, unles§ there is immediate and ma- 
terial. improvement in car supply effi- 
ciency, the country faces the certainty 
of 3; serious shortage of bituminous 
coa 

Car shortage at many of the mines, ‘it 
is due in no small meas- 
ure to the fact that the railroads, in 
order to obtain fuel for their own uses, 
had given 100 per cent. car service to 
certain mines in return for cheap coal, 
‘This practice, it has been estimated, 
saved the railroads about $40,000,000 a 
year in operating expenses. 

In regard to the labor situation the 
Fuel Administrator said: 

‘The continued shortage of -cars at 
the mines in the fields supplying .th nf 
Eastern industrial territory has had t 
effect of keeping mine labor idle for’ Phe 
at a time; and in some of the fields has 
cut the working time to one or two cays 
a week. Under these conditions, ) 
mirie workers, unable to maintain them- 
selves and their families on their cur- 
tailed pay, have been tempted by the 
steady -employment, offered by the war 
industries in the manufacturing centres. 


Complete Demoralization Feared. 


“The Fuel Administration is gravely 
apprehensive lest. this condition result in 
the complete demoralization of the labor 
supply of the: bituminous mining indus- 
try. Bven a short continuance of. these 


car supply ay itions will result: in fore- 
ing out. of the mining fields labor which 
the mining operators'and the Fuel Ad- 
ministration may find it imposéible to 
replace, ‘ 

‘Reports to the Fuel -Administration 
give évidence of unrést and dissatisfac- 
ton among the mine, workers, who 
throughout the last year have given 
patriotic service, even when it»meant a 
personal sacrifice.’ , 

While “the Fuel Administration be- 
lieves that. additional equipment for 
the railroads .will provide the “tay 4 
complete solutfon of the. situation, it 
is held that the plan for proper dis- 
tribution of cars will accomplish big 
results.

CHICAGO, April 15.—The trial of. 118 
members of the I. W. W., charged with 
conspiracy to interfere with the Gov- 
ernment’s war activities, was resumed 
today before Federal Judgé Landis after 
a week’s postponement causéd by a 
report of attem ie er jury tampering by, 
sympathizers of the defendants. The | 
day was marked by numerous clashes 
between opposing counsel. 

The first dispute was over the meth- 
od of examining the new venire. As- 
sistant United States Attorney General 
Nebeker questioned twelvé veniremen 
instead of four before turning them over 
to the defense, and Attorney Vander- 
veer objected. Judge Landis overruled 
the objection, but held that the Govern- 
ment must approve of the panel of 
twelve veniremen before tendering them 
to the defense. 

The next clash came when counsel 
for the Govern npnemt asked the court to 
excuse. Isaac anson, a riveter em- 

Shipbuildin 
Company, because he was slightly de 
and lacked the nécéssary educational 
qualifications required by the statute. 

Just before court adjourned Attorney 
Vanderveer asked Judge Landis permis- 
sion to inspect all documents and let- 
ters taken from the defendants by the 
Government for use as, evidence in the 
trial.

This huggermugger “ investigation ”, 
set. | of the Health Department is the worst 
1, | blunder, to give it the gentlest posst- 
ble name, yet indulged in by Mayor 
Hy¥Lan’s administration, so young in 


letter writer the Mayor has beén and 
is a wonder and a joy, a comic figure 
compelling -laughter even in the 
Sloomiest days. Comic, too, in them- 
selves have been the shifting Tam- 
many pretenses as :to the motive of 
“ investigation.” The law-vener- 
ating soil of Tammany was plunged 
inté.doubt. of the legality of ‘seven of 
the department’s ‘bureaus.

CZERNIN’S FALL. 
For his own sins as well as for the 
sins of his master, Count CZERNIN was 
forced to résign. We may well doubt 
whether the dreadful letter in which 
Emperor CHARLES promised his sup- 
port to the just claims of France to 
Alsace-Lorraine, thus assenting to the 
alienation of highly valuable territory 
of his ally, was ever submitted to the 
Foreign Minister. It is hard enough 
to imagine even a boy Emperor writ- 
ing that letter, it is quite impossible 
to believe that any Ministérial adviser 
of the Crown, trained in statecraft, 
would have approved sending it. But 
when the sovereign blunders, it is the 
Minister who must take the responsi- 
bility. The German Emperor could 
not go so far as to demand that Kaiser 
Kag_ abdicate, give up the crown. He 
coujd, and very likely did, insist that 
the continuance of such a Foreign 
Minister in office was incompatible 
with the interests of the alliance. 
Nevertheless, CZERNIN’s own blunders 
were bad enough, in their nature and 
in their consequences, to force his 
resignation. He was astoundingly 
tactless throughout the whole contro- 
versy with CLEMENCEAU about the 
peace negotiations. He must have 


child in a scrimmage of that charac- 
ter, and should have beén on his 
guard. Yet he charged. upon France 
initiative in the futile negotiations for 
peace, to which CLEMENCEaU rétorted 
with the shorter and uglier word, and 
later with documentary proof that 
CZERNIN’s statement was false. He 
made public Count R&vERTAT«’s signed 
acknowledgment that the initiative 
came from Austria. A worse blunder 
followed. In the statement issued by 
the Freneh Government on April 5

“fn Paris and London. only two 
“months before that of Count REVER- 
“Tata by a person of much higher 
“rank?” This might have been a 
teunt or a threat, it was certainly a 
trap. What imp of misleading could 
have prompted Count 'Czmrenin to make 
this reply: ‘“‘ When Premier CLemeEn- 
“ocravu asks the Austro-Hungarian 
“Foreign Minister whether he remem- 
“bers that two months, before the 
“ Revertata affair—that is, about a 
“ year ago—an attempt of like nature 
“was made by a personage of far 
“ higher rank, Count CzzRntw does not 
“ hesitate to reply in. the affirmative.” 
CLEMENOEAU was preparing. the ways 
for launching the letter to “ My dear! 
Srxtus.” The aftless CzeRnIn aided 
him in a manner far beyond his just 
expectations. The Austrian Foreign 
Minister had given abundant provoca- 
tion, by charging the French Premier 
with untruthfulness. Now he ad- 
mitted that “a personage of far high- 
er rank” had made an overture for 
peace, thus authenticating.in advance

-By his offer of 
broad concessions to Serbia, and by 
the very limited demands he would 
|make upon that kingdom as a condi- 
tion of peace, very limited, that is, 
when compared with the demands of 
the Austrian note of July 28, 1914, he 
has made it plain that in his opinion 
the war was uncalled for, and by in- 
ference equally plain that Hmperor 
WILHELM of Germany is the one man 
responsible for the ruin of both em- 
Pires and the butchery of the millions 
of men sacrificed to the mad ambition 
of the German war party. Moreover, 
he promised support to France in her 
effort to recover Alsace-Lorraine, to 
‘which Berlin would never assent save 
in the extremity of defeat, This whole 
series of incidents and disclosures will 
make Germany more than ever dis- 
-trustful of her ally. It will increase 
the burdens and humiliations of Aus- 
tria. For her there 1s now no safety 
gave in slavish submission to the will 
of her German master, the surrender 
of soveréign control over her conduct 
and her fortunes, a condition of com- 
plete vassalage.

ON THE MEXICAN BORDER. 

“The: small difficulties which have 
risen on the frontier,” said Mexico’s 
Secretary of Foreign Relations in a 
statement sent to THm Timms. on the 
lith inst., “‘have not changed in the 
“least the friendly relations existing 
“between Mexico and the United 
“States.” He may not have known 
that on the preceding day a consid- 
erable force of CanRraNnza’s soldiers 
had attacked our patrol troops. by 
firing more than 100 shots across the 
Rio Grande, and that three Mexican 
cavalrymen had been Killed by the 
response of an American machine 
gun, 
been given by the Carranza Govern- 
ment to recent events on the border. 

A brief review shows there is 


be unfortunately affected by them. 
In the latest of a series of raids by 
Mexican bandits, on March 26, four 
persons were killed on the ranch of 
BE. W. Ne&vitu in Texas, and one of 
these was the owner’s son. Colonel 
LANGHORNE, with a force of American 
cavalry, pursued the. bandits and; 
three days later, killed’ ‘ten of them 
on the! Mexican side of the river. 
Whereupon General Mocrct1a, com- 
mander of the Cafranza troops in the 
Ojinaga district, sent’ to Colonel 
LANGHORNE a formal protést against 
pursuit of thieves and murderers in 
Mexican territory, saying he would 
use his forces to resist such “ inva- 
sion.” On the 10th inst. our soldiers 
killed three Mexican raiders on the 
American side near Fort Hancock 
and seventy-five miles east of El 
Paso. Then bullets came across the 
river from Mexico. It was ascertained 
that several hundred Carranza sol- 
diérs had come to a point opposite to 
Fort Hantock and were making in- 
trenchments there. That night armed 
forces faced each other! at the San‘ 
Juan ford, separated only by the 
river. As we have said, more than 
a hundred shots were fired across by 
the Carranza men, and at last. the 
American troops replied with a ma- 
chine gun, killing three. On _ the 
same day, near Isleta, Mexican troops 
fired across at our military patrol, 
and two of the assailants lost their 
lives. If there should be another 
bandit raid in that vicinity, Amer- 
ican soldiers crossing the river to 
punish the thieves and recover stolen 
property would be greatly outnum- 
bered by the Mexican troops placed 
near the river to resist and kill them. 
What has taken place suggests that 
German influence and nioney may 
have been used along the Mexican 
frontier, with bandits and others, to 
bring the Federal forces of the two 
nations into collision. German agents 
have been at work along the ‘line. 
On the 9th inst. telephone messages 
between Mexican towns on one side 
of the Rio Grande and American 
towns on the other were forbidden 
for the duration of the war because 
an elaborate system of wire com- 
munication used by these plotting 
agents had been discovered by the 
authorities. ‘The Carranza Govern- 
ment should not permit Germany to 
provoke a little war on thé border. 
‘ re ; 


‘A CLAYTON BILL FOR FARMERS. 
The Legislature killed the bill re- 
pealing New York's anti-trust law, 
but sent to the Governor a bill ex- 
empting New York farmers’ combina- 
tions from its dperation.

Each 
law carries its own ‘antidote in the 
form of excéptions, and if any law is 
found to work as intendéd repeal bills 
follow in prompt order, This reduces 
law to a contest of classes for votes. 
Any interest which has or ‘can get 
votes enough considers itself ‘entitled 
to have laws to suit, regardless of 
the general application of either the 
statute or the exceptions from it; or 
it works the other way, laws to give 
privilege are made the basis of claim 
for votes. The notion that lawmakers 
work in the géneral interest is out 
of date. Conduct is:no longer reg- 
ulated primarily, and interests are 
the motive of legislation rather than 
rights or duties: Laws no longer 
express the customs of the people, 
but declare what the customs of the 
people should be. The consequence 
is that the customs of the people con- 
tinue to be what they were and the 
law falls into disuse, if not contempt. 

‘The laws. are right. The practice 
under them makes the trouble. It is 
not the fault of the laws that prosecu- 
tions are begun unwisely and juries 
fail to convict. Business will be dis- 
turbed little, whether such laws are 
passed or repealed. The rule of rea- 
son will still be applied, for the rule of 
Wnreason is not endurable. But law- 
Makers will be elected or defeated ac- 
cording to the success with which they 
cater to interests rather than consider 
the common good, It is a betrayal of

Urges Passage of Sabotage and 
Passport Blils, Replying to 
Curtlie’s Complaint.

WASHINGTON, April 15.—In his 
réply.to a letter from Representative 
Gilbert A. Currie of Michigan Attorney 
General Gregory says that reports of 
enemy activities in the United States 
are grossly exaggerated, and that, while 
the danger from such activities is great, 
the Department . of Justice is doing 
everything possible to combat it, al- 
though hampered by the lack of Fed- 


eral statutes providing adequate ree Ba 


ments. 

Mr. Gregory stamps as ‘ unqualifiedly 
false in every particular” the stories 
that dangerous spies have been paroled 
by the department from internment 
camps. 

He calis attention to the Sabotage and 
Passport bills, drawn by his department 
and now before: Congress, and urges 
their speédy enactment into law to 
enable the Government to deal more 
effectively with disloyalists and alien 
enemies. 

‘The text of the Attorney General's 
letter, which was made public. tonight, 
is as follows: 

‘*T have the hdnor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter to the Department 
of Justice under date of the 2d inst., in 
which you refer to certain alleged activi- 
ties of ‘ spies,’ and state that ‘ there ex- 
ists a strong feeling throughout the 
country that our Government, authorities 
are dealing too leniently with spies and 
dangerous énémies within our confines.’ 


Denies Paroling Dangerous Spies. 


“Tf such a feeling does exist, it is 
mainly ‘caused by the lack of Federal 
statutes and not by any lack of activity 
upon the part of the. prosecuting offi- 
cials; for I am glad to assure you that 
the Department of Justice has investi- 
gated, and, so far as the present laws 
warrant, vigorously prosecuted every 
case of enemy activity of which it has 
acquired information. The stories that 
dangerous spies have beéh paroled by 
this department from interfiment camps 
are unqualifiedly false jin ever particu- 
lar. The power of internmént vested in 
me by the President has been exercised 
carefully, but unsparingly, and as rap- 
idly as- really dangerous enemy aliens 
have come to the attention of Govern- 
ment officials they have been. appre- 
hended and interned. 

** Long before we entered the war this 
department recognized the necessity of 
an efficient system for the prevention as 
well as the detection of enemy activities, 
and began at that time to strengthen 
and build up its Bureau of Investigation, 
which now, for a long time, has been 
operated on a War basis. In addition to 
this, the department has accepted the

Enemy Activities: Exaggerated. 


“The public assumes that there is a 
great deal of enemy activity going on 
in this country, and it is but natural 
that vague rumors are magnified into 
definite and sensational stories. The 
talk of damage done by enemy aliens 


in causing incendiary fires is an illus- 
tration of this. Repeatedly, both in 
reputable newspapers and in publications 
gotten out by citizen societies, omens. 
rated statements are made as to the 
amount of damage. Statistics show that, 
considering the vastly increased value 
of merchandise and plants, the actual 
fire loss to propenty of all descriptions 
in 1917 was not apprec ably larger than 
that of the year of 1913.

There Was a stenographer present, and 
the sentencés attributed to Mr. Creel in 
THE New York Trm@s account of his 
speech were taken from the stenograph- 
ic transcript. The stenographic report 
of Mr. Creel’s speech which was used in 
TH Times dispatch was obtained from 
Rexford L. ‘Holmes, whose letterheads 
bear .the legend under his hame: 
‘Shorthand Reporter, Convention Re- 
porting a Specialty.”” It was said at 
Mr. Holmes’s office in the Southern 
Building this evening that Mr. Holmes 
was the official reporter for the Na- 
tional Convention of American Lectur- 
ers, and*as such had reported Mr. 
Creel's speech. 

The claim made in the syndicate arti- 
cle published this afternoon that Mr. 
Creel’s meaning was not correctly given, 
to put it mildly, is not borne out either 
by the context of Mr. Creel’s speech as 
furnished by Official Reporter Holmes 
or.the pdrtion containing an expression 
of pride which was used as the text of 
the severe criticism of Mr. Creel in the 


article represents and cites Mr. Creel as 

authority that Mr. Creel merely said 
that he was glad no man could raise his 
voice-in this country and say with 
truth that America started this war, 
that America wanted this war, or that 
America had any selfish object im going 
to war. Ang the. syndicate article adds: 
“For what better proof could there be 
of America’s disinclination to.go to war 
than her own unpreparedness for war.’’ 

Claim Not Borne Out.

What Mr. Creel was quoted as 
saying that brought the attackg upon 
him in Congress was an expression of 
pride that no. preparation for war had 
been made by tne United States prior to 
President /Wilson's appearance before 
Congress to recommend that war be de-

stenographer quoted him as telling now 
patient the United States had been in 
the face of. three years of German ruth- 
lessness and as saying this: 

“ But we would not have been justi- 
fied [in going to wan] unless we had ex- 
hausted every resource. of international 
law and arbitration of damages to bring 
about an adjustment, . because these 
were the things to which we were ap- 
pealing, and when, at last, as I say, we 
took the sword it was after three years, 
during which every person:in the United 
States understood or was made to un- 
derstand that there was no other re- 
course, that this was a war not for Bel- 
gium, not for ourselyés, not for Serbia. 
but a war of self-defense.” 

Mr. Creel was not criticised in Con- 
gress and the press for expressions of 
that character. The part which was re- 
garded as objectionable, particularly 
when coming from an officer of the 
‘Governnient,.. concerned his expression 
of pride that there had been no prepara- 
tion for war by the United States, That 
part was not qualified by anything else 
attributed to Mr. Creel in the ‘steno- 
graphic report of his speéch made by 
the stenographer employed to report the 
‘proceedings of the National Conferende 
of American Lecturers. That part stands 
alone. It was quoted in Tum New Yorx 
TimB®s account of Mr. Creel’s speech 
from the transcript furnished by the 
stenographer. It is given again here- 
with from the same copy of the steno- 
graphic report used in the preparation 
of Tus Times dispatch:

The duration of the work of the commis- 
sion is uncertain, but I think I ought now 
io apply for a leave of absence from my 
duties in the university for ofte year with- 
out salary.

‘ FOR MISSING CYCLOPS} 


Her Ronte to be Thoroughly! 
. Covered and. Bays and 
Islands Searched. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—Unremitting 
search of trade routes will be carried on 
by American and French naval and 
merchant vessels until every pangs 
hope of finding some trace of the-miss 
ing’ naval collier Cyclops has been a 
hausted. Secretary Daniels has ordered 
additional fast scouts détailed for this 
service. 

Although today passed without a re- 
port strengthening in the slightest . de- 
gree the hope still felt by Mr, Daniels 
‘and several of his chief assistants, those 
‘officials refused to belieye that the 
great 19,000-ton collier and the 208 lives 
she carried could have been lost with- 
out leaving a trace. Orders have gone 
out, therefore, for the searching -vessels 
to “quarter” every rod of the route 
covered by the Cyclops, and to visit 
every one of the scores of islands which 
Every 
isolated "bay will be entered and every 
beach: scrutinized. 

Navy officials frankly confessed that 
no theory yét advanced to explain the 
disappearance of the Cycldps. from 
March. 4, when she left Barbadoes—{t 
was officially stated tonight that that 
was the Weat Indian port from which 
she sailed—seemed plausible' in the face 
of the facts. While it was true that one 
engine was out of commission, enough 
poweér remained to drive the big ship 10 
knots an hour.’ An interna} . explosion 
might have destroyed the veséel’s wire- 
less and motive power at ome instant,

Friends. Urge Speaker to Seek Sena- 
torship, Succeeding Stone.

WASHINGTON, April 15.—The opinion 
among Congressmen familar with the 
Missouri political situation is that 
Champ Clark( Speaker of the House, 
may accept the advice of his lieutenants 
and become a candidate to succeed the 
late Senator William J. Stone.

AS PROTEST AGAINST FOE 


Deniés German Charge That Fane 
Was Used by Military—Can 
Be. Repaired, He Says.

PARIS, April 15.—Cardirial Lucon, the 
aged Archbishop of Rheims, is now oc- 
cupying: a Benedictine -cell in Paris. 
having been forced by the mulitary au- 
thorities to depart from his beloved ca. 
thedral city with. the last remaining 
civilian inhabitants. 
Interviewed in his cell, the Cardinal 
I 


id: 

a “YT do not want to be a refugee. 
did everything I could to deviants in our 
beloved city, on several. occasions re- 
sisting instructions issued © by the ctvil- 
fan and military authorities. I amomy 
here bécauso I was forced ‘to come 
away.”’ 

When the interviewer pointed out 
that his removal was necessitated by 
the dally increasng danger, the white- 
haired prelate exclaimed, his eyes 
flashing: i 

‘That did not matter to me. I wanted 
to remain there forever as a witness, 
for the cathedral. 1 wanted to remain 
there so that at the last minute, the 
last second, there should be in massa- 
cred Rheims one authorized civilian to 
cry out: 

‘** Tt is untrue that there was éver a 
Wireless telegraph station on the cathe- 
dral. There was never an optical ob- 
servatory nor a machine gun hor a 
cannon on my basilica.’ 

‘‘ Our officers have already testified to 
this, But it was necessary that the 
enemy should be unable to suggest that 

military denials were interested and 
ae officers could not give eviderice in 
their own cause. They could not urge 
the same reasons for doubtin my word, 


the word of a Cardinal, and my mere 
presence there was a perpetual protest 
against their crime.”’ 

‘The cathedral,’’ said Cardinal Lucgon 
later, “ig gravely mutilated, but it can 
still ‘be repaired.” 

“We have casts of nearly all the 
shattered statues and colored sketches 
of the marvelous stained glass windows 
which will permit them to be replaced. 
The cost e immense—ten, fifteen, 
or twenty million dollars, rhaps, but 
the cathedral must one day be. com- 
pletely restored. The Germans must 
not be permitted bd mock us and boast 
of their destructio on of one of the 
wonders. of the world. The cathedral 
must be avn 4 by, saving it for this 
vengeance. ave already réceived of- 
fers of oe. tvicont assistance, not only 
from France, but from England and 
America, 

While” ‘the Cardinal was speaking the 
long-range guts bombarding Paris re- 
sounded and his Eminence observed, 
smiling: 

‘‘For a long time I have been ac- 
customed to regars such explosions as 
insignificant. Rheims matters were 
far more serious. My residence has long 
been roofless. . Cloths and tarred paper 
served to cover the openings and pro- 
tect’ us against rain. There has not 
been a single pane. of glass since 1914.

State Party Spent $413, 3531n Cam-

The annual report of the New York 
State Woman Suffrage Party for. 1917, 
just issued, consists almost entirely of 
a recapitulation of the proceedings of 
the forty-ninth annual convention, held 
last November, just after the women of 
the State had won the vote. All the of- 
ficeys. made their annual reports at that 
time, and the policy for the organization 
to pursue under the enjoyment of suf- 
 trage then was decided upon. 

The Treasurer’s report goes more fully 
into the details of the finances of the 
party than Mrs. Ogden Mills Reid, the 
Treasurer, was able to do at the time of 
the convention. The report shows that 
cash receipts for the year were $413,- 
406.84, the total available befng brought 
to $420,406.86 by a balance remaining 
from 1916. The largest single item of 
revenue was $330,978.60 from contribu- 
tions, most of the other receipts being 
made up of special contributions to par- 
ticular funds or for particular purposes. 
In all $1,254.94 was received from dues. 


The totar disbursements for the year 
were $413,858.14, leaving a balance on 
hand of $7,063 Of this amount $34,- 
412.11 was Cceaben in administration 
and the rest by the various committees 
in the ageyaes of the party.

WASHINGTON, April, 1.—The state 
Department has been notified by the 
American Legations at The Hague, Co- 
penhagen, and: Berne that American 
paper money is being bought up in Hol- 
jand,.

Ex- 
ports of American paper money have 
been or will be prohibited, and pas- 
sengers from this. country for Burope 
will be lMmited to comparatively small 
amounts.

CAPT. R. H. KNYVETT DIES. 


War Lecturer and Author Was 
‘Wounded Year Ago by German Shell 


Captain R. Hugh Knyvett, Intelli- 
gence Officer, 15th Australian Infantry, 
who has recently been lecturing in this 
country, died last night at a private 
hospital at 26 West Sixty-second Street, 
of tuberculosis of the blood.

Captain Knyvett. was 
wounded severely last Spring in twenty 
places by a German sghell,- which ex- 
ploded near him while he was hiding in 
a shell holé on a scouting expedition 
back of the second line of. German 
trenches. Although paralyzed in oné leg 
and badly cut in the other, Captain Kny- 
vett managed to crawl back 800 yards 
to the Australian trenches. 

Because of his wounds Captain Kny- 





vett was sent back to Australia to re-. 


cuperate. -After ‘remaining there for 
several months, last Summer. he came 
to America and began to lecture in all 


parts of the country.

SENSATIONAL BREAK 
BITS COTTON MARKET 


May ‘Glia: Off $11, duly 
$10.80, and October $9.15 
a Bale in Day’s Session. 


NET LOSS 136 TO 178 POINTS 


Drop Laid to Reluctance to ‘Buy 
Pending Results in France and 
Rush to Liquidate. 


One of the biggest drops in prices ever 
seen during a single session took place 
on the. New York Cotton Exchange yes- 
terday. So far as could be learned yes- 
terday, the decline has only been exceed- 
ed during a single day. once or twice in 
the history of the Exchange, and then 
only in response to an exterior crisis, 
such as the Weclaration:of war in Au- 
gust, 1914, and the announcement. of 
unrestricted submarine warfare in Feb- 
‘puary.a year ago. There was general 
agreement thatthe market had never 


broken so far before on purely market 
conditions, unassisted by any special 
outside event. 

The break from 31.15. to 28.95 cents a 
pound during the session amounted: to 
220 points, or $11 a bale, in May. con- 
beh July contracts fell from 30.75 

o 28.59 cents, or 216 points, equal to 
$10:80 a bale. These two deliveries at 
the present time are the market leaders. 
Oetober, the leading contract for the new 
crop, fell a bale, or 188 points, 
from 29.27 to 27.40 cents, between morn- 
ing and afternoon. The net declines for 
the day, as compared with the close on 
Saturday, amounted to from 136 to 178 
points, or $6.80 to $8.90 a bale. 

There were abundant evidences. during 
the session that the turn of the market 
had taken even the-.most experienced 
traders by surprise, and it was common 
gossip after the ciose that, considering 
the spectacular character of the break, 
nobody could be found who seemed to 
have made much money out of it, at 
least among rgom traders. The drop 
came after three days of successive fall- 
ing prices, such as were unprecedented 
before, and it was evident from _ ‘the 
course of the trading that most of the 
speculators had looked for at least a 
temporary upward reaction, and were 
buying with this in view. It was not, 
in their view, in reason that the market 
should fall so fast and far gdb Se sev- 
eral days, and then keep on falling at 
an accelerated rate. None the less, pre- 
cisely this happened. 

The trouble seemed to be a combina- 
tion of reluctance on the part of trade 
and other buying interests to buy—at 
least until the result of the battle in 
France is known—and a great anxiety 
on the part of Southern concerns and 
long speculators to liquidate at any cost. 
It has been suspected by close market 
followers for some time that there was 
considerable more cotton in the South 
than had been accounted for, and the 
drop last week appears to have brougnt 
a. cotton on the market simultaneous- 

with a lessened demand from the in- 
| Balto which have been supporting 
the market. Repeatedly buyers for a 
reaction halted the decline and even 
brought quotations back a few points, 
but before they could realize a fresh 
wave of eee sent prices lower 
than ever. The climax was reached at 
the very close,. when prices’ dropped 100 
points in less than an hour, and the 
close was practically at the lowest point 
of the day.

GODSOL REARRESTED| 


ON A NEW CHARGE! 


Ex-Agent of France Accused of 
‘Larceny of $1,563,104 in 
Illicit ‘Commissions. 


Jailed After U. 8) Commissioner Had 
Ordered His Release on First 
‘Complaint of Larceny.

WASHINGTON, April 15.—Frank Jo- 
seph Godsol, former soldier of France 
and agent ‘of the: French Government for 
the purchase of war supplies, who has 


been a prisoher for the last forty days |: 


in the District of Columbia jail on the 


‘| charge of grand larceny, was rearrested 


today, shortly before he was. ordered 
released by United States’ Commissioner |- 
Isaac R. Hitt on the ground that the 
French Ambassador.and United States 
District Attorney: had failed within the 
time allowed to produce the papers from 
France giving evidence of the crime 
charged. 

In the original extradition proceedings, 
now disposed of, Godsol was charged | cos 
by ‘the French Government with the 
larceny. of $200. Under the new com- 
plaint, which was the basis of his ar- 
rest today, he is charged with the lar- 
ceny of $1,568,104.84 in the form of il- 
licit commissions for purckase in this 
country of automobile trucks for the 
French Government. It is alleged that 
the purchases were mainly from the 
Pierce-Arrow Company. Godsol was 
recommitted to jail by Justice William 
Hitz of the District of Columbia Su- 
preme Court. 

The new complaint states that Godsol 
on March 25, 1915, in Paris, misrepre- 
sented to an agent of the Pierce-Arrow 
Automobile Company of the United 
States that contracts for furnishing au- 
tomobile trucks to France could only be 
obtained through an agency established 
in Paris, and, furthermore, that he, 
Godsol, had such relations with the 
French War Department that he was 
able to control the placing of such or- 
ders for autotrucks. 

The complaint alleges that Godsol, un- 
der the ‘name of Elie Heliopoulos, was 
appointed agent of the Pierce-Arrow 
Motor Company in Paris, and for secur- 
ing contracts for furnishing automobiles 
to France he received from that con- 
cern commissions to the amaunt of §1,- 
563,104:84. The complaint further al- 
leges that this amount was added on the 
price of the cars to (France, thereby 
making the money that Godsol received 
in commissions really money belonging 
to France. The money, it is alleged, 
was obtained between July 9, 1915, and 
Dec. 31, 1917. 

The merits of the Godsol case were 
not reached at any stage of the pro- 
ceedings before Commissioner Hitt, 
which resulted in the abandonment of 
the original charge. United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Laskey, representing Am- 
bassador a asked that the 
United States Government be allowed to 
withdraw the case. This was an un- 
expected turn to whieh ex-Senator J. W. 
Bailey of counsel for the defeohdant at 
once ohje ected as being. trregtifar: Mr. 
Bailey. insisted that e case should 
be disposed of finally. odsel was not 


present. He was held in United States 
Marshal Maurice Splain’s office in cus- 


;tody of a deputy marshal. 


Tonight from the district jail. Gods 1 
Bave out a Statement in which he sai 

‘The new charge is as unfounded as 
the first one, which accused me of the 
larceny of $200 in France at a time 
when I was in America. am now 
charged with having misrepresented to7 
an agent of the Pierce-Arrow Auto- 
mobile Company that trucks could only 
be sold to France prenee me, and that 
the commissions paid me aT the Pierce- 
Arrow Company were added to the price 
of the trucks to France. 

‘““The Pierce-Arrow contract was en- 
tered into between the late Mr. Norris 
Perry, representing the Pierce-Arrow 

Sompany, and Elie Heliopoulos, repre- 
senting me. 

‘“‘It is evident. that no misrepresenta- 
tion, as alleged, was made, as many 
other ‘automobile manufacturers for 
whom neither I nor my assistants are 
the agents, were then selling and have 
since sold more trucks to France than 
the factorieS’ we are the agents for. and 
the Pierce-Arrow Company was always 
aware of this fuct, and 1 am sure they 
will not deny it. 

‘“The eommissions paid were the rez- 
ular agent’s commissions, and were not 
added to the prige of the cars to France; 
in fact, I can ‘prove that the orders 
placed by France just after the agency 
contract was entered inte with Elie 
H6éliopoulos were at a lower price than 
that. previously paid by France to the 
same factory for exactly the same 
trucks."* 


80,000 FARMERS GET LOANS. 


Federal Land Banks Now Beginning 
to Meet Expenses. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—The Fed- 
eral farm loan system has been in ac- 
tive. operation just a year, and has 
demonstrated that !t {is a success, ac- 
cording to a business summary fssued 
by the Farm Loan Board. About 2,800 
national farm loan associations have 
been. incorporated, representing about 
four associations to each five: counties 
in the country. The associations have 
an average of twenty members, repre- 
senting ‘a total membership of about 
56,000 farmer borrowers. 

“The twelve Federal Jand. banks have 
received applications for over 120,000 
loans, amounting. to about $300,000,000,”’ 
says the board’s gtatement. ‘‘ Many of 
these applications have been rejected, 
reduced, or withdrawn. About 80,000 
loans have been approved, amounting to 
over $160,000,000, and on over 30,000 of 
these loans money has been paid to the 
farmers to the amount of about §$80,- 
000,000. Some loans approved were for 
reduced amounts, which the borrowers 
declined to accept. 

‘None of the banks, of course, re- 
ceived any appreciable income from 
their business during the first half of 
the year, but during the last half the 


business of tne Spokane Federal Land. 
Bank, for example, was sufficiently 
profitable to come within’ about $10,000 
of wiping out the excess of expenses 
incurred in the first half, and the yol- 
ume of business on its books assures it 
a handsome surplus for the second year. 
‘*Every borrower, when he takes out 
his loan, makes a subscription which in- 
creases the stock of the Federal Land 
Bank to the extent of 5: per cent. of the 
amount borrowed. These stock sub- 
scriptions of borrowers, in the case of 
several of the banks, are ‘now so large 
that, in accordance with the provisions 
of the act, the retirement of the original 
pair of jhe banks, wEen Was pr.uc.- 
pal y subsc y the Government, 
1 begin within a few months.’

Liberty’Loan received yesterday by the 
Federal. Reserve Bank of New. York 
were disappoliiting. The. total for the 
whole district “was $14,378,800, lower 
than for any day since the beginning. of 
the campaign, and comparing with 
$31,512,400 recorded on Saturday. An 
analysis of the returns showed that 
while the subscriptions from up-State 
and the New Jersey and Connecticut 
portions of the district were elmost 
identical with the figures for the pre- 
vious day, namely $7,839,900, the total 
for New York City had dropped from 
$24,225,900 to $6,588,900. The only ex- 
planation given for the slump was that 
Saturday being a half-holiday the 
banks did not collect a8 many subscrip- 
tions as they had on the preceding full 
business days:, The district's total for 
the seven days now atands at $252,- 
451,250, which compares with $167,907,- 
750 for a' similar period In ‘the October 
drive for the Second Liberty Loan. 
The Treasury Department’s quota for 
the New York Federal Reserve District 
is $900,000,000, which calls for a daily 
average of $36,007,000 for the twenty- 
five business days of the campaign. On 
this basis the total for the seven days 
is $252,000,000, ‘a sum which has been 
exceeded slightly. But the aim of the 
Liberty. Loan Committee is to obtain 
subscriptions aggregating :$1,500,000,000, 
which calls for a daily average of §60,- 
000,006 and a total of $420,000,000 for 
the seven days. It will be seen, there- 
fore, that on this basis of calculation 
the district is behind in its subscription 
to the extent. of about $168,900,000.

Flight Across State Abandoned. 


The much delayed Liberty Loan flight 
across the State; which Lieutenant 
Joseph Stehlin of the Lafayette Esca- 
drille has been trying to make for the 
last week, was called off entirely yes- 
terday by the Liberty Loan Committee 
because of a fatal accident. 

Morris Berckman, the builder of the 
biplane which Stehlin was to usé, was 
putting the machine through a final 
test on the Sheepshead Bay Speedway 
at noon when the anchor holding the 
Plane suddenly gave way. Directly in 
the path of the onrushing plane w4s 
Max. Bessler, Stehlin’s mechanician. 
Before he could move out of danger a 
blade of the swinging propeller struck 
him. across the head and killed him 
instantly. A crowd of more than 1,500 
school children, who had. assembled to 
ee Stehlin off on his Liberty Loan 
fight, witnessed the accident. Several 
women fainted, and others became hys- 
terical, while children dispersed in a 
panic in all directions. 

On three: previous. occasions last week, 
the flight .was) announced and then 
abandoned. It was twice postponed on 
account of bad: weather-and:en Sunday 
Stehlin found he could not ascend. be- 
cause the quaHty of the gasoline was 
discovered to be bad, and castor oil for 
the engine was lacking. 

At’ noon -yesterday, it seémed that 
the conditions were as favorable as any 
aviator could possibly desire. Stehlin 
announced that he would start and the 
machine was pulled out of the hangar 
and prepared for the flight. aurice 
Berckman, head.of the Berckman Aero 
Company, got into the machine to. test 
the, engine and assure himself that 
‘everything was in shape for a flight. 
Bessler stood near the propeller, his at- 
tention concentrated on aé_é flooded 
cylinder, which a few minutes before 
had emitted a flash of flame. Bessler 
extinguished the flame with ‘his coat 
and then held ‘up his head as a signal 
to -Berckman to tune up.the engine. 


Airplane Leaves Anchorage. 


Berckman: worked the engine up to 
top speed; and the plane suddenly left 
its anchorage and leaped off the ground. 
Bessler screamed and held up his hand 
only to have it torn away by a 
whirring propeller. In another second 
the machine-had struck him, causing 
instant death.’ Berckman stopped the 
airplane within four feet of a ring of 
children, who on the instant the ac- 
cident had happened had raised their 
voices on the first measures of ‘* The 
Star Spangled Banner.” 

An ambulance surgeon was summoned 
at once, but he could do nothing but de- 
elare the man dead... Bessler was a 
Frenchman and 40 years old. He was 
to have accompanied Stehlin on the trip. 
Immediately following the accident Jo- 
seph Hartigan,’ who was in charge of 
the proposed flight for the Liberty 
Loan Committee, at once declared that 
the flight ‘would be abandoned. 

Lieutenant J. B. McCue, an army avi- 
ator, from Mineola, ‘‘. bombarded ’’ the 
Bronx with Liberty Loan pamphlets yes- 
terday. Lieutenant McCue flew over 
the Bronx at a height of 1,000 feet. He 
had to maintain this height because of 
the lack of landing places.in the thickly 
built districts.

SAYS WE MUST SAVE 
_, HERITAGE OF LIBERTY 


J. M. Beck Tells Bankers Amer- 
ica’s Mission Is to Rescue Ark 
of Democratic Civilization. 


In an eloquent address on the vital 
importance of ‘the Liberty Loan,’ de- 
livered ‘yesterday afternoon on the floor 
of the New York Stock Exchange: before 
@. notable gathering of- bankers and 
brokers, James M. Beck emphasized the 
spiritual significance of America’s par- 
ticipation. in the: great battle for civil- 
ization, and declared that this nation’s 
mission was not merely @6 rescue & 
gacred patch of ground from the: grasp 
of the infidel, but to rescue the “ ark 
of the covenant ”’ ofa democratic civil- 
ization from the ruthless hands of @ 
greater infidel than the Turk. 4 

Mr. Beck singled out the word “'privi- 
leged’’ in the phrase ‘“‘the day has 
come when America is - privileged’ to 
spend: her blood and her might for the 
principles that gave her birth and: hap- 
piness,’*.as President Wilson’s noblest 
utterance in all this world crisis, and 
said that in that word of the address 
delivered to Congress, preceding the 
declaration of war against Germany, 
the President sounded the loftiest note. 

‘It means,” Mr. Beck declared, ** that 
in this war we are something more than 
subjects driven by an imperious Gov- 
ernment te slaughter. We are freemen 
battling for the heritage of liberty giv- 
eh to us by our fathers.. America is 
doing something: more than playing for 
a great stake on the gaming table: of 
international politics. We are doing 
something even higher than defending 
by the instinct of preservation.the great 
ideals, of which America was born and 
to which it is, please God, forever dedi- 
cated. To be ‘privileged’ implies that 
to use haus come a divine mandate to 
redress the evils of the world. 

“It makes of America a Crusader, 
whose lofty. mission is not merely to 
rescue @ sacred patch of ground from 
the grasp of the infidel, but to rescue 
the ‘ark of the covenant.’ of a dem- 
ocratic civilization from the . ruthless 
hands of a greater infidel than the 
Turk. If ‘we are thus ‘ privileged’ we 
must not. think. of it as a burden of 
which we are the unhappy victims, or 
as a stern and terrible duty from which 
we cannot escape. To save a liberal 
civilization is not our burden byt our 
high privilege. From that. great em- 
prise we will not retreat. As the 
knight of the Middle Ages rejoiced 
when he attained the investiture of 
knighthood and departed -for the Holy 
Land to fight for Christendom, so we 
should -with joy accept the privilege of 
gojng to that sacred land to which the 
eloquent term has been given ‘ Some- 
where fn France,’ to fight for a liberal 
civilization. . ‘ 

** No’ higher. privilege ever came to 
America, no higher privilege can come 
to any nation, for never did any world 
war involve so intimately all that dis- 
tinguishes. civilized men from the: sav-

UNTERMYER POINTS 
DANGER IN TAXATION 


Says America Is Near Border of 
Safety in Levies on Busi- 


ness and Incomes. 


PITTSBURGH, Penn., April 15.—Con- 
scription of incomes could not progress 
much beyond its present scope without 
interfereing too: seriously ‘with produc- 
tion, asserted Samuel-“Untermyer, New 
York lawyer, and the Government's 
legal expert on the interpretation of in- 
come and excess profit tax laws, in an 
address he delivered here tonight in the 
Liberty Loan campaign. .- 

The income tax, he declared, would 
yleld far in excess of what had been an- 
ticipated. Mr.’Untermyer also said that 
American finance had entered a new 
era, the exigencies of which were fast 
disposing of the once troublesome ques- 
tion of swollen fortunes; that American 
capital after the war would find its 
largest work outside the country. He 
predicted that, in the United. States, a 
considerable share of capital would 
have to undergo taxation toward the sup- 
port of socialistic institutions which the 
great body of the people who do the ac- 
tual fighting in this war would demand 
of the Government. Recalling that for 
twenty-six years he had been a con- 
sistent champion of. the income tax at 
a time when.it was regarded as a re- 
proach and a socialistic assault upon 
property rights, Mr. Untermyer said he 
had no tender.regard for the inviolabil- 
ity of great incomeg. ‘He added: 

“If we could in the interest of the 
prosperity of the country impose still 
further taxation in that. direction I 
should be heartily in favor of doing so. 
It is a question of Governmental policy. 
If the recent proposals to take all in- 
comes in excess of $100,000 per year 
were not to my mind destructive of the 
very purpose sought to be obtained, I 
would favor such a law, but I. believe 
that we have well-nigh reached the bor- 
der of safety in taxation’ on incomes and 
business. Above all things we require 
in this crisis the stimulation of produc- 
tion. Further substantial burdens in 
that direction will serve only to provoke 
evasioh and to discourage and destroy 
industry, initiative, and enterprise.’’ 

There was a feeling among financial 
experts, said Mr. Untermyer, that some- 
thing like the present heavy taxation 
lies before the country as a permanent 
prcgress to meet interest and sinking 
fund requirements of the great new 
bonded ‘indebtedness, a vast merchant 


marine and a probable preparedness 
program.
